HOUSTON, Texas, July 
Three men drove up to the 
gueson state convict farm, 
Midway, 70 mil«3 north of Hous­ 
ton, shortly after midnight, shot 
and killed Will Raider, of Midway 
l£e picket guard* liberated six con 
▼icta of the 143 in the prison bar­ 
racks, and sped away with them af­ 
ter first locking the doors on the 
remainder of the prisoners. 
Posses today were scouring the 
country for the escaped men. 
Execution of the plot was daring 
and ruthless. The moment the men 
in the automobile 
sighted 
the 
guard, they opened fire on 
him. 
Raider, riddled with bullets, fell 
dead. 
Instantly they were upon 
him and seized the keys to the 
barracks. 
With drawn pistols they opened 
the doors and called the names 
of six long-time men to step out 
from the ranks of their fellows and 
take their places behind their liber­ 
ators. th e other convicts, appar­ 
ently dazed by the swiftness of the 
affair made no move. 
With no apparent aid, the three 
men satisfied themselves the men 
they had come for were accounted 
for, locked the door on the remain­ 
der of the convicts, who a moment 
later heard the automobile rush 
away in the darkness. 
The story, as it was telephoned 
to Houston, failed to indicate how 
the alarm was given. 
Presumably 
however, the shots aroused 
other 
guards.
